WASHINGTON, Jan. 14 —(By the 


Associated Press )—Inauguration of 
a campaign of peace with the aboli- 
tion of the Idea of force in the deal- 
ings of the United States with Cen- 
tral American countries, was urged 
In the senate Thursday by Senator 
Borah, republican, Idaho, chairman 
of the foreign relations committee.

With these suggestions, the Ida- 


bo senator concluded in character- 
istically dramatic fashion an attack 
of an hour and a half on the adm n- 
Istratlon's policy in dealing with thy 
Nlcaraguan sltuaton and n recog- 
nizing the Adolfo Diaz government, 
•wTiich he contended was set up il- 
legally. 


Abolich Force, Say* Borah, 


"Inaugurate a campaign of peace," 


thundered Senator Borah, "abolish 
the idea of force; try friendly rela- 
tions, seek to establish amity; seek 
to gte In touch with the masses, 
with the people themselves and we 
can establish 'a policy in Central 
America which will protect our In- 
terests and respect our rights and 
which will do that about which we 
are entitled to Jo—receive special 
consideration from those people.' 


The address of the foreign rela- 


tions committee chairman, however, 
started a senate debate that brought 
out opinions on both sides of the 
conroversy, Including a general de- 
fense of the administration by Sen- 
ator Lenroot of Wisconsin, a rcpub- 
Ican member of the foreign relations 
committee 


Elsewhere, too, the day's events 


caw the Mexican-Nicaragua em-

Z each on judiciary, education, and reveune and taxa- 
tion.

Three of them are placed with Speaker Rodman 


on the rules committee, which dictates all procedure 
in the chamber. ~Ohe goes on each of the following 
groups, presumably -representing his own choice: In- 
surance, privileges and elections, telephone" and tele- 
graph, medical, engrossed and enrolled bills, and 
printing:.

The caucus system of organizing: the legislature in 


advance is responsible for these results. Solons -who 
have served before realize that in order to gr* what 
they want it is necessary either,to be elected them- 
selves to the committee on committees or help others 
to »et upon It -who will look after their interests 
Consequently, there Is always a great deal of logroll- 
ing, and scrambling In making up the personnel of 
that body. 


Perhaps the moat absurd feature of the whole sys- 


tem la tho way 'Oie chairman of the selective commit- 
tee elects himself. A tradition seems to have been" 
accepted that whoever drawn up a call for the or 
ganliatlon caucus ot the majority party is to. be 
•lected chairman of the caucus, and that this auto- 
matically makes him chairman of the committee-on 
committees and floor leader in the house. Some old 
member who U onto the ropes always shows up be- 
.forehand with the call In his possession and thus ob- 


tains the chief post or vantage without having to 
fight for It. 


Of course, such a system is neither democratic nor 


fair to the 
members in 
general. It 
ought to be 


changed. But this year it was made worse Instead 
of better.' The republican caucus, without a word o 
protest from any member, voted to change the rule.s 
of the house so that the selective committee should 
not only assign all representatives to standing com- 
mittees but should also name the chairman of cacl. 
committee. Heretofore, the election of chairman \iat, 
left to the membership-of the committees. 


Those who are now complaining about getting the 


small end of the deal should have spoken up sooner 
They really are getting just what they voted for. S 
long as members of the majority party meekly sub- 
mit to caucus dictation In everything they can ex- 
pect to be treated just that way.

AN EXPENSIVE UNDERTAKING. 


It will require an expenditure of fifteen billions of 


dollars to properly electrify the farms of the country, 
according to a survey which has just been made .by 
Pynchon & Co. There are six million farms and it 
Is stated 93 per cent of these are now without elec- 
tricity. 
Considering the er.f t-mous outlay, which will 


be required, it will of course be several years, even 
under the most favorable conditions, before all of 
these can be equipped for receiving and using- cur- 
rent.

When- one takes into consideration, however, the 


tremendous growth of customer ownership since that 
plan was first introduced, the possibility of the ne- 
cessary capital for such expansion being acquired 
seems very bright. In a. little over a decade more 
than a. million customers of public utilities have been 
added to the list of stockholders, and from these more 
than a bllllori dollars of new capital has been se- 
cured.

tric light and 
power 
industry, 
according to

United States census report, but by 1905 the invest- 
ment was more than a billion dollars. Sixteen years 
later It had crossed the five billion dollar mark and

Thej 
are looking ahead to the generations who will not 
have an opportunity to hunt and fish unless some- 
thing Is done to stop the wholesale destructio'n ol 
game in this state. 


The situation Is really serious. • 
Old hunters in the sandhills region, where duck 


and prairie chicken and grouse were so plentiful a few 
years ago,, report that a great change has come in 
the last four years. 
Game is rapidly disappearing 


under the combined assault of a greatly increased 
number of hunters and the automatic. The hunters 
of last fall brought 
back reports of a 
scarcity of 


chickens and grouse, where the birds were formerly 
to be found in abundance. It will not be another de- 
cade before the sharp, staccato cry of the 
pmirie 


chicken will have been stilled entirely in their opin- 
ion unless the birds are given a chance. 


One of the first bills introduced at the present 


session of the Nebraska legislature grants the prairie 
chicken and grouse an armistice. It Is a measure 
sponsored by Representative Wildman, declaring ; 
closed season on prairie chicken hunting until 1929— 
and limiting it to two weeks thereafter. It is a meas- 
ure which desires support. It will take two years for 
the prairie chicken to make up the loss in number* 
In the last "two years. 
Unless some action or this 


character is taken wild game in Nebraska will be- 
come extinct.

ducted by Dr. Humphreys are of 
course of a geological character. 
Three variable'elements enter Into 
play. One of these is the change of j 
level to which the continents have, 
apparently always been subjected 
Another is the apparent long range 
periodicity in volcanic phenomena, 
which it is held have a great n- 
fluence up the state of the atmos- 
phere- 


Then there are the great oceanic 


currents, conveying either cold or 
warm water along the coasts of the 
continents, and thereby exercising 
a very great influence upon climate," 
as we see today, notably In the case 
of the Gulf Stream and the Labra- 
dor Current. 


The globe is subject to internal 


strains which at times manifest 
their tremendous power by Increas- 
infe*the elevation or inducing a low- 
ering of a level of whole continents. 
Any considerable increase of eleva- 
tion, together with the formation of 
lofty mountains, must brine o'n an 
attendant cooling of climate. Go 
up on a high mountain on a "suf- 
focating sumiriT day or take a high 
ride In an airship If you want con- 
vincing practical evidence of the ef- 
fect on temperature 
of increased 


elevation above sea lex-el. Or simp, 
ly look^ at the eternally unmeltins: 
snows that clothe the summits of 
all very lofty mountains. 


No doubt a great increase of land 


surface during a long period would 
cause a widespread lowering of tem- 
perature, because not only would 
the mean elevation of a vast area 
be increased, but glaciated moun- 
tain ranges and 
peaks 
would be 


formed, volcanic forces would bo re- 
leased, and the atmospheres-would 
become blanketed with thick clouds 
of dust and volcanic gases. 


The influence of volcanic clouds 


was formerly not so weU under- 
stood as It has come to be in re- 
cent 
times.

day" in' New England, 
and 
the 


'year without Summer" have been 
pi auslbly^ accounted for as having 
been induced by the spreading of 


volcanic dust through the atmos- 
phere.

Ian Islands has been a potent fuc- 
ior at times' in changing the -North 
American-atmosphere with fine dust 
\vhlch effectively obstructs the solar 
radiation.

Haugen Is Confident. 


Among the republicans who op- 


posed the McNary-Haugen meas- 
ure In the committee was Repre- 
sentative Fort, republican, "New 
Jersey, who described it as "a piece 
of very unsound legislation." 
He 


said ho was eager for some agricul- 
tural relief in this congress, but the 
McNary-Haugen bill would "not get 
to first base." 
Chairman Haugen expressed con- 


fidence that the bill would make 
the barriers on the house floor. 


"Nearly two dozen members who 


voted against the bill last year," he 
said, "will be with us this year." 


Haugen said In a statement that 


the primary purposes of ^the bill 
•wer.e "to prevent surpluses1 from 
unduly depressing the prices" of 
basic commodities and to prevent 
undue fluctuations In prices. 


"The $260,000.000 revolving fund 


contains no subsidy. It is advanced 
as working: capital and Is repayable 
to the treasury. In its loan pro- 
visions the measure offers assist- 
ance to producers of all commod- 
ities, but it provides for special 
operations with cotton, wheat, corn, 
swine and rice; which are defined 
as 'basic agricultural commodities'."

Regulation of motor transporta- 


tion by the state railway commis- 
sion and new provision as to taxa- 
tion ot busses Is provided in a bill 
proposed in the house this morning. 
The measure is designated as house 
rail No. 93 and was Introduced by 
Representatives! Staats, Morledgc, 
Essam and McLellan. 


The bill provides that companies 


be subject to the state registration 
fee or ocupatlon tax which shall be 
$25" for'every person above 
this 


number which the car is equipped 
to carry. The proceeds ot this tax 
are^ to -be distributed to the va- 
rious counties in which motor trans- 
portation companies operate upon 
the basts of the number of miles of 
highway in such county over -which 
the company regularly 
operates 


blisses. Under the present provision 
the tax paid by the companies goes 
to, the county in which tho license 
la "issued.^ 


The railway commission would bo 


given 'power to regulate rates and 
otherwise supervise and

Details of the plan are being 


w'ork"ed out In conference of the 
rail "officials 'and their legal ad- 
visers and may be ready for pres- 
entation to the interstate commercf 
commission within ninety days. 


The various states through which 


the roads operate will be advised 
o£ the plans before they are turned 
over to th» commission. 


According to Mr. Budd, only "un- 


forseen" problems, in his 'opinion, 
could prevent completion of the 
plans within three months. 
Howard Elliott, chairman of fhe 


Northern Pacific, in a statement 
issued in New York, said that a 
joint consolidation committee of i 
the thiee roads had been working 
on the subject for six years 
Within the past six months, Mr 


Elliott's statement added, counsel 
for the roads have .prepared some 
p'ans "which may permit a. greater 
unification of the three properties 
than exists today." 
The plans already drawn will be 


considered at conferences "during 
the coming weejc" and arrange- 
ments made to "complete the pa- 
pers for submission at the proper 
time" to the commission and the 
share holders of the companies 


Both Mr. Budd and Mr. Elliott 


emphasized that the merger is not

CHICAGO, Jan. 14. — Baseball 


Commissioner Laudls Is unmasked 
and his big farce. "The Investiga- 
tion of the 1917 Scand.il," is explod- 
ed at> a lesult of the unearthing 
of baseball and court records and 
an exhaubtive iirvcbtigation, which 
shows: 


t—That 
Commissioner Landis 


heard the evidence and acquitted 
all the players involved in 1921. 


2—That the Chicago Tribune 


paid for the evidence 
of Swede 


Rixberg and Chick Gandil and in- 
veigled Landis into the investiga- 
tion m Order to make its stories 
good. 


3—That 
Commissioner 
Landis 


saw a new opportunity to emblaz- 
On hi* name on the front pages of 
the country, caused four telegraph 
wires to be installed in his office 
• o that the press wouldn't miss 
it, and was determined to make 
this "is one grand gesture as the 
"saviour of baseball." 


Rehash of Old Stuff. 


Here aie the Tacts in the case, 


showing what a travesty the "pub- 
lic" hearing was und how it was 
employed as a clever publicity stunt. 


In 1921, just before the playing 
season opened, Landis summoned 
Players Dauss, James, Mitchell and 
Stanage of the Detroit club to Chi- 
cago and had Plajers Collins and 
Schalk of the Chicago AVhlte 
Sox- 
appear before him to tell what thej 
knew concerning a story in circula- 
tion regarding the payment of De- 
troit players by the Chicago White 
Sox. 
They gave 
their testimony 


which, with the charges and infor- 
mation against them, vias put into 
a transcript 
No one knew this 
transcript was In existence until it 
was requisitioned by the state's at- 
torney of Cook county in connection 
with the AVhite Sox bqandal case. 
It absolved Uie players of any blame 
establishing the money was given 
the Detroit players for beating Bos- 
ton.
